A Lot of Lively During the

Yenterday's Procecdings,

The republican state convention nssem-
bled at Boyd's opora house at 11 a, m,,
yosterday, the rain operating as a damper
and causing an hour's delay in the pro-
ceadings.

A noteworthy fact was the absence of
old-time politicians, and tho presence of
many now faces,  All morning long  the
oflices and corridors of the hotels were
crowded, and there was uo little lolibying
going on.  While no groat enthusiasm
wns manifested, ench eandidate had his
workers, who were busy looking after the
intereats of their favorites,

The delegates began to gathor at
Doyd's opera house at 10 o'clock, and it
was & perfect bee-hive for the hour fol-
lowing. Among the gentlomen prosent
were Hon, Geo. W, k. Dorsey, chairman
of the atato central committec; ex-Gov-
ernor Nance, ex-Lieutenant Governor
Carns, Congressmen  Valentine. The
laft hand proscenium box was occupred
by Mrs, G. W. E, Dorsey and other la.
Ores,

At 10:50 the convention was called to
dider by Chairman Dorsey, whose ap-
pearance on the platform wus the signal
for goneral applanso.

The call was read by tho secretary,Mr.
Mr. Rluy Nye, of Fremont,

Mr. Seott, of Clsy eounty, nominated
Hon, €, H. Gere, of Lancaster county,
for temporary chalrman and he was
unanimously elected, Messrs. Scott, of
Clay and Bushnell of Cass belng appoint-
od sa a committee to escort him to the
platform,

Mr. Gere, on taking his scat, briefly
returnaed thanks to the convention and
Messrs, J. W. Dolan, of Red Willow,
Noidig, of Madison, J. W, Blackburn, of
Douglas and Brad Slaughter, of Nazco,
being nominated for temporary sacre-
tarios wero clected by noclamation.

It wans moved thst a committee of
eleven be appointed on eredentials but a
substitute wasoffered by Hon. J. M,
Thuraton and accepted, to lear the re-
port of the executive committee, which
had considered all the credentials, found
a contest in but one county, Iinox, and
reported in favor of the delegation
headed by Mr. Draper as againat thav led
by Geo. W. Brooks,

The report of the execntive committee
was read by Mr, Nye, of Dodge.

On motion the report was adopted, ox-
cept the decision of the committee in re-
gard to Knox county, which waa read
afterward,

A motion to make the temporary or-
ganization permanent met with some ob-
Jjection but was finally adopted in accord-
ance with the decision of the republican
national convention.

A motion was made by Mr. Fred Nyo
to appoint a committee of seven on plat-
form and was followed by loud calls for
Mr. Gere, who made a short but spicy
address in which he said the ticket put
up by the republican party this year was
one that would insure the old majority uf
30,000 rightfully belonging to the party
in this atate. The name of James G. Blaine
was received with great applanse. The
chairman cogratulated the convention on
the suspicious circumstances surrounding
the party campaign both inside and out-
glde the state. Blaine and Logan, he
suid, were gaining ground every day and
there is no question bt that they will
carry every scato north of Mason and

Dixon's line and at least two of the
southern states. [ Applavse |

Mr. Huwes proceeded to makea speech
but waa called to order by Mr. Nye, who

Mr, Valentine moved that twenty
minutes he granted to each side of the
contesting delegation from Knox county,
to present their case, which was finally
amended 80 a8 o wllow thirty minutes to
onch party with the privilege of an ex-
tension If necessary.

The chairman stated that it waes
‘Yo question of allowing the speakers
tweuly mioutes or  half an  hour."”

The chairman next apointed the com-
mittes on platform as follows: Fred Nye,
Douglas;  Joeneen, Jefleraon; Church
Howe, Nemaha; Mallielien, Butlalo,
Jas, Caldwell, Lancaster, I}, I', Hilton,
Washington, Codman, Webster.

The Kuok county contest was now ta-
ken up and argued by Mr. H. ©. Drowne
for the John N, Lytle delegation and Me,
Draper for the Drapor delegation, The
question was one of no interast to the
general public but cceupied the time of
the convention until sfternoon, and sev-
oral times the verbal sparring mateh be-
camo quite exciting, and elicited laughter
and applause,

Mr, Brown, of Lancaster, moved that
the Draper delegation be admitted, and
Hawes, of Dovglas, amended by substi-
tuting the words *'Lytle delegation” for
Draper delegation. A eall of counties
was made, the vote being "“Draper’” or
“Lytle,"

by it and had always held the good name
and honor of our atate ns not less ancred
than his own., He renewoed hia formor
pledges and promised if elected that there
should be no cause of vegrot to the party
that elected him. The natlonal politics
wero referred to and the mision of the
vepublican party as still claiming their
furthor services for the future, The poople
never failed to give 1t a rate of confi-
dence and will do so in the campalgn of
1884, whose result ar the natural conse-
quences of the theory of the survival of
the fittest would be same ns ever before.
